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FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest 
forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty years. 
The continued drought brought home to our citizens, as never 
before, the potential threat of destructive fires to their beau- 
tiful and valuable forests, homes and livelihood. In true 
American traditions of meeting a common threat by volun- 
teer effort, this fire danger was minimized by active preven- 
tion, patrol and a relinquishing of personal rights for the 
common good. It was the greatest demonstration of public 
cooperation ever experienced by those responsible for local 
and state fire control. The ready forces of volunteer fire 
services kept the losses low. For their effort and public 
response the general fire service expresses its heartfelt thanks 


for a job well done. 


Prevention however, is not Just an activity for the bad 
fire years. It must be practiced until it becomes a part of our 
public conscience — a habit. Just plain carelessness with fire 


causes too many of our fires. 


The following practices and suggestions will help: 


1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn 
within the terms of the permit and in a safe place. Burn 
late in the afternoon when the wind is down or on rainy 
or damp days. Check your fire and if winds develop ex- 


tinguish it promptly. 


2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump—it’s safer. A 


neglected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 


3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make this a 
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year round habit regardless of the safety of your sur- 


roundings. 


4. Children caused fires are now a major concern. Keep 
matches away from them and teach them to respect five 


and not make it a subject of play. 


Let’s all join with “Smokey the Bear” and “Keep New 


Hampshire Green” and growing in 1964.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The following is a report of activities conducted for 
the Town of Wentworth, by the N. H. Division of Public 
Health, Public Health Nursing, for the year 1963. Please 


have printed in your town report. 


On March 15th a Sterneedle Tuberculin Testing pro- 
gram was conducted at the school. Total of 44 tested — 4 
reactors. This was followed by family follow-ups and chest 
x-rays. No active cases found. 


On October 9th and November 21st Sabin Oral Polio 
Clinics were held at the school and Congregational Church 
Vestry. Total number receiving vaccine Type 3—60, Type 
2—29, This clinic will be completed with Type I vaccine 
in early 1964. The supplies for giving vaccine were fur- 
nished by Wentworth Woman’s Club and the following 
assisted at clinics: Mrs. Helen Fisher R.N., School Nurse, 
and Mrs, Creta Brown. 


Several children from Wentworth have attended the 
Warren Clinics for check-ups, physicals and immunizations 
throughout the year. Home visits have been made as indi- 
cated; assistance has been obtained through Cripple Chil- 
dren's Clinics, N.H. Sight Conservation, and patients have 
been referred to their family physicians for follow-up. 


My sincerest thanks to all who have assisted in our 
health programs throughout the year.

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BAKER RIVER WATERSHED PLANS 


Iarly in 1963, the “Work Plan” for the Baker River 
Watershed project was completed and forwarded to 
Washington for Congressional “construction” approval. 
The sponsors of the iproject, with the help of local peo- 
ple, town officials, State and Federal agencies completed 
these proposed plans which provide for: (1) Accelerat- 
ing the installation of land treatment measures. (2) The 
construction of eight single purpose floodwater retard- 
ing structures. (3) Six multiple purpose floodwater re- 
tarding structures. (4) One single purpose recreational 
development. | 


These works of improvement, if approved ‘by Con- 
gress, will be scheduled for installation within the next 
five year period. 


This combined program of land ‘treatment and 
structural measures will have a major effect in alleviat- 
ing future floodwater and sediment damages in the val- 
ley. These works of improvement will also provide op- 
portunity for increased agricultural and industrial land 
use. They will provide recreational lakes for wildlife 
habitat, new fishing sites, and other water-based recrea- 
tional development. 


Picture in your mind fourteen man-made lakes 
ranging in size from 5 to 105 acres scattered on tributary 
sireams at intervals along the 28 mile length of the 
Baker River Watershed, and you will ‘be able to com- 
prehend at least some of the scope and importance of 
this proposed watershed project, and what it will mean 
to the area. Six of these permanent pools are planned 
to have additional water for recreational purposes. Two 
of these structures will be complete recreational develop- 
ments. 


Six of the fourteen structures are planned for the 
Town of Wentworth. Site No. 5: A single purpose struc- 
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ture on Libby Brook about one mile north of Went- 
worth. Site No. 6: This site is located at the outlet end 
of Lower Baker Pond and is planned as a concrete weir 
structure to maintain as near as possible a normal lake 
level. 


Site No. 6A: The location of this site is above Gove 
Falls, which is about one mile southwest of Wentworth. 
This multiple purpose dam will create a 28 acre recrea- 
tional pool. 


site No. 7: Located on Rocky Branch, about one 
and one-half miles above its confluence with the Baker 
River. This multi-purpose structure will create a 100 
acre recreational lake. Here the New Hampshire De- 
partment of Resources and Economic Development has 
prepared preliminary plans for a 200 acre State Park 
type of recreational area. The facilities will provide for 
such activitiés as camping, fshing, boating, picnicing, 
hiking, sightseeing, and other forms of outdoor recrea- 
tion. 


Sites No. 11 and 11A: Located along the old Buf- 
falo Road, one-half mile and one and three quarter miles 
resepctively, southeast of Wentworth village. 


These dams will create permanent pools totaling 140 
surface acres, and control 72 percent of the drainage 
area above Wentworth. 


The Baker River Watershed Work Plan has re- 
sulted from the coordinated effort of local people taking 
the initiative to solve their own problems through long 
range planning, coupled with technical and financial 
assistance from State and Federal agencies.

Forty-one youngsters enrolled in the Wentworth School 
for the 1963-64 academic year. Those attending for the 
first time adjusted readily, and with the completion of initial 
testing, our regular schedule began. 


In addition to special recognition of important holidays, 
Grades one and two have made an appropriate mural en- 
titled “Winter Fun.” Activities in the middle grades have 
included the social studies projects of Grade 4 and the nut 
charts and cloth units of Grade 3. Several members of 
Grades 6, 7 and 8 have completed well-organized and well- 
illustrated science projects, and their outside reading has 
been mature and selective.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


The past year has been rather uneventful in terms of 
educational and staff changes. We are fortunate that the 
same teaching staff returned to your school and in my 
opinion under the multiple grade per room situation that 
we have, good education is taking place. I would hope some 
time that our 7th and 8th graders might somehow be able 
to have the advantages of a Junior High School education 
where they might be taught by subject matter specialists 
and have the advantages of Industrial Arts, Home Eco- 
nomics and supervised Physical Education. This is im- 
possible at the present, of course, and only the future can 
provide the answer. 


Mrs. Wilson, the Music Supervisor, resigned in June 
and I have tried unsuccessfully since that time to fill the 
position. [I am working with the Superintendent from Ash- 
land and Holderness on this problem. Together we would 
need a full-time person. 


Mrs. Hutchins, the hot lunch supervisor, also resigned 
and was replaced by Mrs. Wolfe who is continuing to do 
the same good job with the program. The gift of money 
from the Grange was greatly appreciated and has been put 
to good use in the form of new pans and dishes. This was 
a generous gesture and much credit and thanks are due. 
The trays we used for serving did not meet with the approv- 
al of the State Director of School Lunches and I recently 
received a letter complimenting you on the purchase and use 
of plastic dishware in the program. 


A committee of teachers is now working on and study- 
ing new arithmetic books to make a recommendation to me 
for next textbook adoption in this area for next year. The 
books we are using are about ten years old and with the 


ae 


new emphasis on modern mathematics, there should be a 
change, 


We are already using the newest edition of the reading 
series. They will be continued up through the grades, on 
the basis of two or three grades at a time. In the near 
future, also, we must consider a change in Language Arts 
and Science for these texts now are becoming outdated. 


In all probability, the towns around Plymouth will ap- 
point a committee at the March meetings to re-study the 
problem of Cooperative Schools. It might be well for the 
district to have such a committee appointed if for no other 
reason than to develop facts and figures so the district at 
some later date can make an intelligent decision as to the 
best course of action. 


I wish to again thank the school board and teachers for 
their cooperation during the past year.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that school district annual reports 
show the total amount paid to the superintendent of schools 
as per the following quotations: “Reports. Each super- 
intendent of a supervisory union shall annually prepare a 
report showing the total salary paid to the superintendent, 
which report shall show in detail the amount derived from 
the per capita tax and the amount paid directly by each 
school district in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses 1s prorated 
among the several school districts of the union on the basis 
of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated on the basis of 
average Caily membership in the school for the previous 
school year ending June 30th. The Superintendent of Su- 
pe visory Union No. 48 during 1962-63 received a salary 
of $9250.00 which was made up as follows: $4250 paid 
from the per capita tax and $5000 prorated among the sev- 
eral school districts. Allowances of $1200 for travel within 
the union was also prorated as stated above.
